Fears, Rumors 


In the halls of the United Na- 
tions one finds the usual fears, 
rumors and contradictory views 
one encounters at home. Rus- 
sia, more than China, has kept 
herself mysterious and inexpli- 
cable. As one delegate phrased 
it, “On the day one begins to 
feel sure he knows exactly what 
Russia will do, on that day he is 
almost sure to learn he doesn’t.” 


There are those, for example, 
who are confident that Russia 
wants the United States to re- 
main in Formosa and will en- 
courage the Chinese to refuse 
any cease-fire discussion. They 
argue that as long as the United 
States is there it lends strength 
tc the Russian charges of im- 
perialistic designs in Asia. Also, 
they contend, Russia cannot be 
too happy to see China slowly 
but surely attain the status of a 
great power. 

But optimism remains. If Red 
China does send delegates they 
will be a step nearer member- 
ship in the United Nations. There 
is almost unanimous opinion 
here that the great error of our 
time was in not having China 
admitted to a seat long ago be- 
fore she became an aggressor 
nation end involved in Korea 
end Indochina.

Lewis Takes 
Dig at TVA 
Coal Policy 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1 @@ — 
John L. Lewis accused the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority today of 
buying ‘‘pushcart’’ coal produced 
in low-wage ‘‘dogholes’’ to improve 
its competitive position with pri- 
vately-produced power. 

The bushy-browed United Mine 
Workers president made the 
charge at a Labor Department 
hearing. Lewis and two big soft- 
coal producers have asked Labor 
Secretary Mitchell to set a federal 
minimum wage for soft-coal pro- 
ducers with government contracts 
of more than $10,000. 

They are asking a minimum of 
$18.25 a day, the basic wage in 
UMW contracts covering about 80 
per cent of the soft-coal industry. 


“GROWING TENDENCY” 


Lewis said today it was ‘‘entire- 
ly possible’ his union would not 
be seeking such action were it not 
for a ‘“‘growing tendency by gov- 
ernment agencies to use the tre- 
mendous influence of their coal 
purchases increasingly to decrease 
the living standards’ of coal 
miners” 

He said the TVA has been a 
“tremendous offender,’’ ignoring 
“every humane consideration” 
with a “‘pushcart policy of provid- 
ing itself with coal’.’ 

He declared the TVA is buying 
coal from producers at “starva- 
tion wages’ so it ‘“‘might make a 
better showing of its financial rec- 
ords in competition with free en- 
terprise in producing electric 
power.’”’ 

“NOT A DEVICE” 

Lewis added that the request for 
government action “is not a de- 
vice of the United Mine Wrokers 
to increase its membership—as I 
suspect the representatives of 
some of these doghole operations 
will say.” 

Wally Cohen, counsel for 516 
Southern Virginia Coal Mines op- 
posing the minimum wage re- 
quest, promptly demanded to 
know if Lewis was referring to his 
mines as ‘“‘dogholes.’’ 

Lewis declared bluntly he was. 
Cohen asked if the mine leader 
ever had been in ‘“‘these 516 dog- 
holes that I represent.” 

‘No, but I doubt that you have 
either,’’ Lewis retorted.

Hand Has Record 
Of Unselfish Service 


Fred Hand, chairman of the State 
School Building Authority, is on his way 
out as head of that agency. Whether he 
remains a member is apparently a mat- 
ter of his own choice. | 

Under the circumstances, it is fitting 
to take note again of the splendid job 
that Mr. Hand has done for. the schools 
of Georgia. 

The former House speaker was au- 
thor of the measure which created the 
vast school-building agency. That agency 
has attracted nationwide attention. It has, 
in fact, becorne a sort of model for other 
states fighting the same kind of school 
problems. 


Mr. Hand was appointed a member of 
the authority by former Gov.- Talmadge 
and was elected its first chairman, a po- 
sition he has held since. Under his leader- 
ship, a working organization was estab- 
lished to finance school buildings in every 
county in Georgia. To date approximately 
$127.000,000 in bonds have been sold and 
almost every county already is sharing in 
the program. 

In his June, 1954, report, former Gov. 
Herman Talmadge paid tribute to Mr. 
Hand’s work as follows: Be authority, 
as of Jan. 1, 1954, has co e state only 
$123,744 in adminis ive costs since its 
j e, 1951, less than .0008 
cents per dollar spent. Its policy-making 
personnel serve without pay. And the in- 
terest rates it obtained on the first three 
bond issues let ... are equal to or less 
than the rates obtained by the Federal 
Government on the public debt.” 


The former governor also pointed out 
that by the time the authority completes 
its work in 1972, approximately $200,- 
000,000 will have been spent and the 
state would have adequate school plants 
for both races.: He praised the business- 
like manner in which the agency was op- 
erating and the care with which its funds 
were being spent. 

Mr. Hand, indeed, has done a splendid 
job. All the people of Georgia are in- 
debted to him for his unselfish service. He 
has kept the school building program out 
of politics, firmly establishing confidence 
in the authority. Because of his services, 
the cause of education has been advanced 
in Georgia by many years. 

We understand fully Gov. Griffin’s de- 
sire to staff his administration with po- 
litical friends of his own choosing. At the 
same time, he should exercise extreme 
care in his selection of men for top po- 
sitions to replace men of proven calibre 
whose records speak for themselves. 

The history of the Griffin administra- 
tion, as was that of the Talmadge admin- 
istration preceding it, will be written by 
the men the governor chooses to help 
make it. Fred Hand has written some 
chapters that will be difficult to equal.

The Legislature Votes 


Down the Groover Bill 


A bill designed to restrict the report- 
ing of the names of those booked for sex 
crimes and drunken driving has failed to 
pass the Georgia House of Representa- 
tives. 

The bill was sponsored by Rep. Den- 
mark Groover of Bibb County. It would 
have prevented the publication or broad- 
casting of the identities of persons arrest- 
ed for these crimes until they had been 
indicted. | 

The Groover bill was opposed vig- 
orously by the Georgia press and many of 
the legislators. It was described not only 
as an infringement on the time honored 
freedom of the press but as a measure 
that easily could lead to secret arrests 
and other abuses of police power. 

The vote was 81 for the measure to 71 
against. A vote of 103 was required for its 
passage. Rep. Groover did not ask for a 
roll call or move that the bill be recon- 
sidered. 

Publicity is one of the most effective 
weapons in the constant war against 
crime. Protecting offenders, even for a 
short while, and restricting the right of 
the public to be informed, could en- 
courage criminal activity. Such bills as 
this could lead eventually to further re- 
strictions on publication of news. 

The General Assembly earned the con- 
gratulations of the state by its close study 
of the bill’s implications and then refus- 
ing to start it on its way to becoming law.

Ridgway Raises Doubts 
About Army Cutbacks 


Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway has raised 
serious doubts in the minds of the Ameri- 
can people by his flat disagreement with 
President Eisenhower; the Department of 
Defense and Secretary of the Army Ste- 
vens. about proposed manpower cuts in 
the Army. 

_ Briefly, Gen. Ridgway said the cuts 
would adversely affect the. country’s 


affairs. 

The Army chief's position is not new. 
He has said repeatedly in the past year 
that the age of atomic warfare requires 
more, not less, Army manpower.” The 
basis of his reasoning has not been fully 
explained, but it must have some basis 
in fact. 

The administration’s decision was ar- 
rived at after many months of study. It 
was arrived at, too, with the expectation 
that the nation must streamline the 
armed forces for a long period of cold 
war—an indefinite period of expensive 
military programs. The need for economy 
is, of course, great. 


But the nation’s security is of even 
greater importance. With the threatering 
situation in Formosa and no indication of 
any desire for settlements by the Com-: 
munists, we cannot take chances. 


The Congress and the American peo- 
ple deserve full knowledge of how the 
decision to cut Army manpower affects 
them and their security.

State May Have Need 
For Turnpike Authority 


If the report is true, the Griffin ad- 
ministration is acting wisely in dropping 
plans to abolish the State . Turnpike 
Authority. 


Until the proposed federal aid pro- 
gram is clarified by the administration 
and Congress and until we know the 
status of toll roads in the program, the 
existing machinery set up by the previous 
administration should be left intact. 

The President will go before ‘Con- 
gress during the next few weeks with 
concrete proposals to meet the nation’s 
interstate road problem. It is being hailed 
as one of the most ambitious executive 
pronouncements of many years. It will 
certainly be the most bold proposal in 
road building in history. 


It is expected that toll roads meeting 
the standards, as well as free roads, will 
be incorporated into this interstate sys- 
tem. And Georgia, according to advance 
information, will have as much mileage 
as any state of comparable size, with 
Atlanta as the hub of the Southeastern 
interstate system. 


A discussion of the proposal to be 
made by the President was contained in 
the Dec. 30 issue of Engineering News- 
Record. It is revolutionary in scope and is 
based on a survey of actual need. The 
study shows, for instance, that 19 per 
cent of the nation’s roads now carry 81 
per cent of the traffic. 


The U.S. Bureau of Public Roads dis- 
closes that we have barely built back our 
road system to the point that it held prior 
to World War II. But use and demand 
have gone far ahead. Motor vehicles in 
use have increased 87 per cent since the 
war. There will be almost 100,000,000 ve- 
hicles on the roads by 1975. 


Until Georgia learns the scope of the 
unprecedented highway program to be 
proposed by the President as an incentive 
to growth of the national economy, it is 
best not to rush into abolishing our toll 
road authority.

Committees Are Set Up 
To Abolish Committees 


The Georgia Senate and House have 
appointed the ultimate in committees. 
They might be called the committees on 
committees, and their job is to reduce 
the number of committees of each‘ house. 

The General Assembly is a big body 
and acts on an enormous number of bills 
each session. On their introduction these 
bills are referred to committees for study 
and are reported on either favorably or 
unfavorably. Without the work of these 
committees the Legislature might remain 
in session all year, an end that nobody 
desires including the legislators. 

Governments grow like kudzu. Com- 
missions are piled on boards and com- 
mittees on committees. The members of 
the General Assembly are on so many 
committees now that meetings often con- 
flict and legislation suffers. 

From time to time pruning is neces- 
sary to keep government from being 
choKed by its own growth. Georgia not 
only needs fewer committees, but cer- 
tainly could operate more efficiently with 
less boards and bureaus.

Georgia Cotton Farmers Urged To Plant 
Full Cotton Acreage Allotments in 1955 


Atlanta—I wish to commend you 
for the fine programs that have 
appeared in your paper during re- 
cent weeks urging Georgia farm- 
ers to plant their full 1955 cotton 
allotment. 

In my judgment, the cotton gin- 
ners of Georgia have not only an 
interest but an obligation in doing 
what they can to encourage farm- 
ers to plant their full cotton 
acreage allotment, or in event they 
do not want to plant it, to release 
it to the county committee in order 
that it may be re-allotted to farm- 
ers who not only want to plant 
more but need to plant more in 
order. to maintain profitable oper- 
ations. 


The acreage of cotton in Georgia 


has declined from five million 
acres to less than one \ million 
acres. Likewise, the number of 


cotton gins in Georgia has declined 
from more than 1,200 to approxi- 
mately 500. Unless Georgia farm- 
ers increase their yield from one- 
half bale per acre to as much as 
% of a bale a smaller number of 
gins will be needed to gin the 
Georgia crop. Many gins at the 
present time do not have sufficient 
volume of ginning to justify in- 
stalling a large amount of new and 
modern equipment. Some of them 
actually do not have enough vol- 
ume to show a profit with the old 
equipment they are using.

British Critics Synthesize 
Works of American Authors 


Generalizations about national traits are so often tinged with per- 
sonal bias that people grow wary of them. But generalizations based on 
scrupulous research are another matter; they are always illuminating, 
always welcome. In 100 pages of closely printed type The Literary 
Supplement of The Times of London has courageously undertaken to 
define the national essence of our literature. Titled “‘American Writing 
Today: Its Independence and Vigor,"’ the survey is a remarkable feat 


of synthesis and creative criticism. 


There is no Trollopian impres- 
sionism here. These uwnsigned 
British critics have facts and fig- 
ures at their command and a fa- 
miliarity with our literary past 
that is both affectionate and real. 
They have absorbed the works of 
Cooper, Hawthorne, Melville, Twain 
and Poe, and can quote them back 
to us with telling effects that clear- 
ly relate them to present-day 
American writers. Whether it is 
our ‘‘difficult’’ poets they are dis- 
cussing, our newest fiction writers, 
our comics or our “‘new criticism,” 
they are impressed with our origi- 
nality, with the expansive quality 
of our imagination and our over- 
all tendency to “‘innocence.’’ That 
last word has lost the derogatory 
connotation it once had and is now 
used to describe the American's 
faith in (or aspiration toward) the

inherent goodness of man. 

There is more than an occasional 
note of envy Tn their response to 
certain American literary expe- 
riences. There are repeated ref- 
erences to the large number of 
our literary magazines, to our nu- 
merous literary foundations, 
awards and fellowships and to the 
competence of our ‘‘middlebrow 
reviews.’’ And again, when they 
admire our style for being ‘‘re- 
laxed, instinctive and uninhibited” 
or when they emphasize our 
writers’ unceasing search for self- 
identity, one feels the complete 
reversal of superiority. Perhaps 
there is even a note of longing in 
their summing-up: ‘‘The quality 
and aondition of being an Amer- 
ican is not something to be in- 
herited but something to be 
achieved,”’ .*

The victim was brought to a pri- 
vate hospital in Atlanta last week. 
Her community helped raise $100 
to pay expenses. They'll run far 
higher than that. 
That is Case A. 


Two men, father and son, from 
up state, were brought into an At- 
lanta hospital almost a year ago. 
They were victims of a two-car 
wreck. No insurance on either car. 
The son was in the hospital al- 
most a month. The bill, $515.90. 
The father was under treatment 
for three months. The bill mount- 
ed to $1,923.40. So far they've paid 
$500 on the $2,400 plus. 

The accident was not their fault. 
They have been loser by $500. The 
hospital may have to write off the 
rest. That means’other patients 
will absorb the loss as it is spread 
over the cost of hospital operation. 

That is Case B. 

Case A and Case B help make 
the case for compulsory financial 
responsibility on the highways. If 
a man can show liability for dam- 
ages up to a reasonable maximum 
without insurance, good. Let him 
have his tag. If he can’t, let him 
insure himself. If he is a bad risk 
and the companies won't under- 
write him, then let him stay off 
the highways.

The doctor answered without 
hesitation. ‘‘No, she has a stub- 
born faith. It will see her through 
anything. She'll never become bit- 
ter, for she was never that way 
before the accident. She'll be a 
blessing to everyone who knows 
her.” Then he added that it had 
been his experience that persons 
who must accept some physical in- 
firmity either become sour on life 
or they acquire a new sensitiveness 
to the pains and sufferings of oth- 
ers and are channels of mercy, 
understanding and love. ‘‘Trouble 
will either make or break you,” 
he added. 

My own experience parallels 
somewhat his observations. I know 
many so-called handicapped per- 
sons. I say “so-called” for they 
are handicapped only in their 
ability to move about. But through 
days and sometimes years of trial 
and h-rdship, their souls have ex- 
panded and become beautiful, and 
they have become channels of 
blessing and inspiration to others. 

When trouble comes—and it will 
at one time or another and in some 
way come to every mortal—we 
can resign’ ourselves or we can 
become bitter or we can become 
more responsive to the trials and 
sufferings of others. 

One such individual was Hosea, 
the prophet of Israel. Twenty-sev-

In both, the President is recog- 
nizing the reliance the party places 
upon him to dramatize issues that 
are politically potent by his exam- 
ple and leadership. This the party 
in Congress is now less able to do 
since it no longer has direction of 
legislation there. 

On one and the same day this 
week, the President recommend- 
ed to Congress a program of gov- 
ernment reinsurance of voluntary 
and private health insurance plans 
which goes further than that he 
submitted a year ago. 

His congressional leaders con- 
ceded that the school-construction 
program hurry-up was because 
Democrats already had seized the 
initiative on the school issue. Last 
week Sen. Lister Hill (D-Ala), rec- 
ognized champion of public schools, 
had opened hearings before the 
Senate Labor and Welfare Com- 
mittee, of which he is chairman. 
There, one witness after another 
who testified on bills by Sen. Hill 
and others for appropriations for 
school construction produced un- 
favorable publicity for the ad- 
ministration by pointing up the de- 
lay of the administration in sub- 
mitting its own program. 

On health Insurance, the admin- 
istration proposal is a revolving 
fund from which the Federal Gov- 
ernment would reinsure private 
and voluntary health insurance 
plans so that they could expand 
to take in persons not now cov- 
ered. You will recall that a bill 
embodying such a program was 
defeated in the 83rd Congress in 
the House by a strange coalition. 


In his message this week the 
President frankly recognized that 
“many policies offered today are 
limited in scope” and ‘“‘are prin- 
cipally for hospitalized illness and 
for relatively short periods of 
time,” 


The needs in the categories he 
picked out may be illustrated by 
a survey made by Health Infor- 
mation Foundation, of New York, 
It shows, for one thing, that only 
three-tenths of one per cent of ou? 
population is now covered for 
“major medical expense protec 
tion.”’ For another, that only 41 
per cent of families with incomes 
under $3,000 have some type of 
health insurance, while 80 per 
cent of families with incomes of 
over $5,000 have some sort of cov- 
erage. 


Though 87 million people, or 57 
per cent of our population, over- 
all, have some hospital insurance, 
the survey revealed that : there 
are relatively few people with 
complete coverage. Only 45 per 
cent of families in rural farm areas 
are enrolled in some type of health 
insurance plan, as compared with 
70 per cent in urban areas. 

President Eisenhower did not 
mention financing in his message 
this week, but his budget submitted 
earlier carried 25 million dollars, 
the-same as last year, for a re- 
volving fund. That was assailed 
last year as much too low. The 
President's plan also was criticized 
on the ground it would operate 
chiefly in favor of insurance come 
panies.

The end of the first month of 1955 found Georgia retailers 
in fine fettle. 

The consumer-buying boom generated last fall continued to 
bounce merrily along—showing every sign of being ‘‘the = 
of health.”’ 

The almost unanimously favorable predictions made ene 
in December by Atlanta merchants seemed—if anything—some- 
what conservative. 

For Georgia was not nonplused. 

In other words, very few minus signs appeared to mar the 
breath-taking scene 

Department store sales make a good f’rinstance: 

In the four weeks ended Jan. 22 they were 26 per cent above 
the same 1954 period. And in Augusta they were up 7 per cent. 

The Sixth District as a whole was 17 per cent ahead, and in 
a first-place tie with the Dallas Federal Reserve District. The 
other 10 districts showed lesser gains. 

Even the weather cooperated. 

Thanks to more favorable conditions than a year ago, the 
total dollar volume of retail trade in the South last week was up 
an estimated 1 to 5 per cent. 

Many other parts of the nation, with an assist from the 
weatherman, did even better. Nationally, according to Dun & 
Bradstreet, retail sales volume showed a 3 to 7 per cent improve- 
ment over the same 1954 week. 

As January drew to a close clearance sales were losing some 
of their drawing power, however. 

The brightest side of the apparel picture was an increasing 
demand for women’s spring suits, shoes and accessories. 

Home furnishings business was described as uneven. Sales of 
carpets, sofa-beds, juvenile furniture and housewares improved. 
But heavy appliance, radio and TV set purchases were on the 
decline. 

The months immediately ahead may see more new records 
go into the books of Atlanta retailers. 

For the consensus of their crystal ball gazing is that the 
first half of 1955 will be good. After that, they say, the globe 
is hazy.

Irresponsible 


Family Support 


Members of the General Assembly have the usual number 
of welfare bills simmering on the back of the legislative stove 
this session. Welfare bills, like the poor, seem to be with us 
always but the fact that two particular “ones have to be con- 
sidered at all is enough to fill responsible, family-loving people 
with shame and horror. em 

These bills concern the support of dependent children and 
aged parents. 

What ever happened to the old American practice of families 
looking after their own? When did it become socially acceptable 
for able-bodied men and,women to dump their aged parents on 
the state to support? Haw did society reach a point where lit- 
erally hundreds of men—and women, too—can bring them- 
selves to abandon their children each year? 


Of course it’s not true in Georgia alone. It seems to be the 
new American pattern. Rep. David Stripling of Coweta County, 
introducing a bill to give solicitors general throughout the state 
fees—and therefore incentive—to track down runaway fathers, 
said the Uniform Support of Dependents Act is a reciprocal law 
in force in more than 40 states. 


His bill. state welfare officials feel, will serve to cut Aid- 
to-Dependent Children rolls considerably. Of the $1,088,267 paid 
out in Georgia last month to dependent children, great chunks 
went to youngsters who were abandoned by one or both parents, 
Alan Kemper, welfare director, said. Of course some went to 
children whose fathers are dead, sick or in prison, and that's 
a rightful, humane taxpayer responsibility. But the frightening 
thing is the great numbers of parents who can bring themselves 
to walk off and leave their children. 

In the country there’s an old expression: ‘‘No more sense 
than a billy goat.’’ The goats that used to roam at large in 
our pine woods were infamous for their disregard for their 
young. Of all the animals we knew, both wild and domestic, the 
goat was the only one that would abandon its young. When we 
said a goat had no sense I think we referred not only to his silly, 
panicky lack of intelligence but to his moral sense as well. 
Now we can add human beings to the goat class. 


Unhappily there’s no hope of our national family attitudes 
improving. If parents abandon their children when the children 
are young and helpless, children are also turning their backs 
on their parents when they are old and helpless. 


Last month nearly four million dollars was paid out in old 
age benefits in Georgia—not earned benefits, such as social se- 
curity, but simple hand-outs given old people because they had 
no other means. That doesn’t include 12,000 oldsters who were 
cut off three years ago because they had children who could af- 


ford to support them. But welfare authorities suspect it still in- 


cludes quite a number whose children should be supporting 
them. Now Sen. Francis Shurling of Wrightsville wants to re- 
peal the law which would force children to care for their aged 
His idea is that it will save the old folks the humilia- 
tion of taking hand-outs from unwilling children .or quietly 
starving. 

That reflects a tragic attitude, of course. The elder mem- 
bers of the family are no longer cherished and respected. That 
attitude seems to be fast going out of style.

Car Trial 
Accusations 


Ruled Void 


A Fulton Superior Court jury 
ruled in a directed verdict Tués- 
day that accusations used in the 
Liberty County trial of Doxie C. 
Pope, 37, were void. 

The decision ended a two-day 
civil hearing in Fulton Superior 


Court to determine if Fulton 
County can _ institute further 
criminal proceedings against 


Pope, Austell used car dealer, 
on 25 counts of auto theft. 
Pope pleaded guilty Jan. 5 in 
Liberty Superior Court to 22 
counts of auto theft and was 
given fines and suspended sen- 
tences in each case. The Hines- 
ville convictions came _ while 
Pope was under indictment here 
in those cases. 


SPECIAL PLEAS 
Pope’s attorneys contended in 
a special plea of former jeopardy 
that Pope could not be tried here 
because he already had been con- 
victed in the cases in Hinesville. 
The jury’s verdict, however, up- 
held the contention of Fulton Sol. 
Gen. Paul Webb that the accuga- 
tions were illegal. It was given 
at the direction of Judge Jesse 
M. Wood. 
A criminal trial against Pope 
here will not begin, however, un- 
til the Georgia Court of Appeals 
rules on Judge Wood’s decision. 
Pope’s attorneys said _ they 
would file the appeal during the 
required 10-day period. He is 
now free on bonds totaling 
$75,000. 
MOTION APPROVED 
Judge Wood, approving a motion 
by Webb, held that the accuSa- 
tions were void in that they did 
not meet requirements of stat- 
utes which set out when accusa- 
tions may be used in the place 


The judge explained this pro- 
vision was written into law to 
provide for ‘‘hardship’’ cases 
where accused persons might be 
jailed for long periods of time in 
small counties. such as Liberty 
where the grand jury only meets 
twiee yearly. 

Judge Wood held, however, that 
there were ~no such circum- 
stances in Pope’s case. The evi- 
dence is, he added, that the de- 
fendant was at liberty on bond 
during the entire transaction and 
not confined to jail. 
TELLS BELIEF 

The verdict was rendered 
shortly after Sol. Gen. Bruce D. 
Dubberly of the Liberty Superior 
Court testified he believed the 
cases ‘‘should have been tried in 
Fulton County” since the autos 
were stolen here and in view of 
the expense of such a trial. 

Webb contended ‘earlier that 
Pope had ‘‘connived’’ with “‘per- 
sons unknown’’ to have the cases 
tried in Hinesville so he could | 
get off with light sentences. 

Dubberly testified on cross- 
examination by Webb that Lib- 
erty Sheriff Paul Sikes “called 
me two or three different times” 
in regard to Pope’s case and 
once asked him to dispose of the 
cases at Hinesville. 

‘But I recommended to him 
that they be disposed of in Ful- 
ton County,” the solicitor testi- 
fied.

Growing old is a relative proc- 
ess. The youngster regards 
anyone as ancient who has gray 
hair, baldness, wrinkles, crow’s 
feet, or feebleness. But the in- 
dividual who reaches this stage 
of life has different ideas, espe- 
cially when active and young at 
heart. This may explain the pop- 
ular saying that an old person 
. js anyone 10 years older than 
yourself. 


Doctors Jacob Tuckman and 
Irving Lorge, Columbia Univer- 
sity psychologists, sent out a 
questionnaire to 982 men and 
women of varied age, education 
and socio-economic levels, ask- 
ing them to specify whether they 
considered themselves young, 
middle-aged, or old. Subjects un- 
der 30 invariably classified them- 
selves aS young whereas less 
than 1 per cent in the 30-59 age 
group regarded themselves as 
old. 


Only 17 per cent of men and 
women in the 60s thought they 
were old but 38 per cent in the 
70s and 53 per cent in the 80s 
placed themselves in this class. 
A few long past the 60th birth- 
day encircled the word young on 
the chart because they felt- and 
behaved like youthful persons, in 
their estimation.

USEFUL PURPOSE 

“In such cases,”’ Dr, Knight! 
noted, “the ‘heart disease’ serves 
some useful purpose in the pa- 
tient’s life, such as protecting him | 
from the necessity of meeting his| 
responsibilities.” | 

Dr. Knight pointed out: | 

“Tension and fatigue often cause | 
premature contractions and a 
sense of pressure or a ‘load on the 
chest.’ Neurotics are often weak 
and blame it on a ‘weak heart’ 
or on ‘low blood pressure.’ De- 
pressed people often feel ‘bad all 
over’ and sometimes suspect 
heart disease as the cause. Car- 
diovascular symptoms in neurotic 
patients often begin soon after the 
death of a relative or close friend 
from a coronary occlusion.’’ 


PRODUCE SYMPTOMS 

The Waycross physician said 
strong emotion, such as anxiety, 
can influence the functioning of the 


heart profoundly, producing symp- 
toms of heart disease. 

Dr. Knight emphasized that emo- 
tional tension can precipitate cer- 
tain heart ailments (attacks of an- 
gina pectoris and acute pulmonary 
edema) and can elevate blood 
} “essure. 

He warned doctors against hint- 
ing to patients that they might 
have heart disease, if there is any 
doubt about the disease, because 
the doctor’s statements ‘‘are like- 
ly to have a profound psycho- 
logical impact on the thinking of 
the patient.”’ 

Dr. Knight said the patient with 
a cardiac neurosis should have a 
complete physical examination,
